Beruin, Fuly 11. 

Her Royal Highnefs the Princefs of Orange and 
Naffau, after dining to-day in her apartment with the 
King and Queen, the Princes and Princeffes, fet out 
on her journey with family to return to Holland. 
The King accompanied his augutt filter as far as Char- 
lottenburg, from whence her Royal Highnefs con- 
tinued her journey through Spandau, Brandenburg, 
and Magdeburg, and from thence to Brunfwick 
where fhe ftays a few days. ao fo 

The King departs to-morrow to vifit Prince Henry 
of Pruffia, at the Caftle of Rhinfburg, where the King 
will remaintwo or three days, and thence go on to 
Silefia. 

Berort, 4uguft 8. The falt-houfe belonging to the 
Duke of Wirtemberg, fituated at Sonot, in the prin- 
cipality of Montbeliard, is entirely deftroyed. The 
part of Germany, in Aliace, called Sundgau, fuch as 
Mazevaux, Guilver, Thaun, Dancmari, &c. has been 
totally laid waite by a gang of bauditti. The Balois 
have refufed the French fugitive Noblemen entrance 
into Switzerland, and feize their carriages, and every 
thing they can lay hands upon. 

Vienna, Augufl 10. 

The Emperors amendment contiues ; he recovers 
ftrength daily, and takes the air on horfeback. He is 
foon expeéted at his capital, from the preparations 
that are making imbhis palace. ‘The departure of the 
Archduke Francis for the army is fixed for the 18th 
of this month. j 

Manueim, 4uru? 14. The Count d’Artois, who 
arrived here the gth inft. is departed for Italy. The 
day before yelterday, the Prince of Conde arrived 
here, together with the Dukes de Bourbon and d’Eng- 
hein, the Princefs de Conde, the Marquis and Mar- 
chionefs d’Autichamp, the Marquis de Lamberti, the 
Count de Choifeul, &c. in all forty-fix perfons. 

Paris, Auguf? 14. We are aflured that the Court 
of Spain has prohibited, ‘under the fevereft penalties, 
the introduction into the Spanifh dominions of any 
French book relative to the Conftitution and Revoly- 
tion which have at piefent taker place in France. 

Orreans, Auguf 17. Yetterday fourfcore ban titi 
laid a caftle about three leagues from hence under 
contribution, notwithitanding the matter ot it offered 
them fixty louis d’ors, if they would retire, The 
Marechauffee, affiited by the regiment of Royal Com- 
tois, have taken forty-five of them, and lodged them

_I hall immediately exhort my Clergy %o do the 
fame ; and J doubt not that the principles of juftice 
and Chriftian charity, which are the fupports of the 
Holy Religion, the Miniftry of which they are en- 
trufted with, will determine them to confent with a 
zeal equal to its patriotifm. 

I pray God, Venerable, Noble, dearly and well- 
beloved Brethren, to have yee in his holy keeping.

- Th Chapter, on receipt of the above, without hefi- 
tation, gencroufly agreed to it. 

But this did not fatisfy the people ; and they ac- 
cordingly drew up a paper, expreffive of their full 
reliance on the good intentions of his Highnefs, but 
containing accufations again{t his Countelion, who 
they afferted had mifled him for years, and prevent- 
ed accefs to his Highnefs for the elucidation of truth. 

They were therefore determined to regain their 
prerogatives, as enjoyed in 1684, which tyranny and 
public robbery had wrefted fiom them. , 

They difplaced the new Magiltrates, and re-elect- 
ed their predeceffors, 

The fburgefs militia mounted guard at all the polts 
ufually occupied by the foldiers ; and patroles parad- 
ed the f{treets, to Keep the peace, and fecure private 
property. 

‘ They opened all the prifans, and releafed the pri- 
oners. 

Having no oppofers, they drew up a Bill of Rights 
or Demands, as follow: 

“ The focial contract ofthe peace of Fexhe, and 
of XXII. to be invariably obferved. 

* The regulation of 1684, which gives power to 
the prince to chufe half the municipal Magiitrates of 
the country, to be aboli/hed. 

“ A more equal, direét, and juft affeflment of all 
impoftts. ; 

** A more equal reprefentation in the National Af- 
fembly ; and sad? ae to renovate the laws which 
had grown defective, and to give to their liberty all 
the extent fit required; the which they claimed as 
their legitimate right.” 

A deputation was fent with the above to the Prince, 
and an invitation for him to come among them.! 

The Prince immediately fignified his confent, and 
was drawn by the people in his carriage from the Ca- 
{tle through the principal {treets to the Town Hall, 
efcorted only by the love of his fubjects. 

His Highnefs there figned and ratified all they had 
done and afked ; and in the evening there was a ge- 
neral illumination, fireworks, rejoicings, &c.

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The Turks, who, it is fid, were commanded by the 
Criftian Maurojeni, Hofpador, or Prince Wallachia, 
began the attack with their ufual impetnofity : the oute 
fet was furious, both fides fought with aftonifhing ar- 
dour, and for a _confiderable time it was difficult to 
forefee how the batile would ends till the brave Ma- 
jor Kenmayer, having fwam a river, with his {pirited 
regiment of haffars, fell with fury upon the enemy’s 
flank, This attack foon decided the fate of the Turks, 
who, thus preffed both in front and flank, were no 
longer able to keep their ground, ther ranks were 
broke, and a bloody flaughter enfued, Ofthe Turks 
1500 were left dead on the fpot, and feveral thoufands 
of them perifhed in the river which Kenmayer had 
crofled, and into which they ruthed in hopes of being — 
able to crofs it,.and thus efcape from the fwords o 
the haffars. The Chriftians purfued the Turks h 
their own camp ; and fuch was the dtdour Sd aie 


in the camp, but all é ogame forward to Fockfan, which 
lay confiderably in the rear of it. They did not wait 
to make regular approaches, but rufhing on with irres 
fiftiable impetuofity, they ftormed tiefeattile and made 
themfelves mafters of it, and foon after, of the great 
magazines behind it. The booty that has fallen irito 
the hands of the victors is immenfe. The Chriftians 
never fhewed more determined courage than when 
this occafion they rufhed upon the enemy with 
bayonets. The lofs fultained by the viétorious army 
Is not yet known ; but it has already tranfpired, that 
only two officers of note fell on the fide of the Auftri- 
ans, and thefe were Col. O’Reily and Col. Count de- 
Averfperg. Thefe two gallant officers were ki 
whilft they were 
the os of Foc ‘nt ' 

The particulars of this i vi will 
pear in iss night’s Gazette, or wiker emanion 
morning, for the account connot well be printed foon- 
er; till then I cannot afcertain the number of killed 
and wounded on the fide of the conquerors, or what 
numbers of Turks were made prifoners. A more 
complete victory, however, it is faid, never was gain- 
ed, Prince Maurojeni himfelf is reported to be among

“‘ The fecond of the two meflengers mentioned 
above brought difpatches from Prisce de Hohenloe, 
Commander of the troops in Tranfylvania, who on 
the ad inftant attacked a large body of Turks, and 
pe them to flight, after they had near 800 men kil- 
ed, The particulars of this affair have not yet tran-° 
{pired.” , 

Extra of a letter from Rome, Tuly 24, 
“ ‘The fum of feven thoufand ducats, prefented by 


fering to us apottles 
and which the Papal Chamber refufed, has been des 
paves by the Charge des Affaires of Naples, in a pu« 
lic bank, for thie uie of the Papal Chamber: but the 
Procutator General of the Chamber has entered anew 
prote(t, fetting forth the pretenfions of the Pope, and 
the obligation of the King of Naples to prefent'this 
fun, and a palftey, with the accuitomed formalities, 
‘* as a tribute in acknowledgment of the fovereig 


lies.” All this has been formally notified to the 
Corps Diplomatique, by order of the Pope.

“* Admiral Kinibergen is now here, and has hoift- 
ed his bluc fag on buard the Naffau of 66 guns, in 
which he will command a Sect of obfetvation jaft on 
the point of failing, to exufLife the officers and men, 
but on what particular ftationis not {pecified, though 
they: will hardly, we believe; enter the Baltic. A fur- 
vey has been taken Of the men of war here, which 
are found to amount to thirty-five thips laidup, of 
which number there are nineteen of the line & battle 
from 56 to 78 guns, all in good ‘condition, exclufive 
of thofe in conimiflion.”

Every Citizen whofe name fhall be drawn with 
thofe who are to ferve in the capacity of Citizen-fol- 
diers, fhall be bound to march whenver he fhall be re- 
quired fo to do. 

All journeymen and workmen who are not houfe- 
holders, fhall be exempt from all military fervice, be- 
eaufe their labour in their feveral trades is neceffary 
to the Public. 

Thofe who have children fhall alfo be exempt from 
this fervice. 

From each clafs of Citizens fhall be taken a number 
of men fufficient to form a battalion of five companies, 


of 100 men each, for every one of the 60 diftricts in- 
to which the capital is divided. 


Of thefe five companies in each diftriG, one thall 
receive pays and be conftantly embodied. 

The battalions fhall be formed into divifions, ten 
a Fagg to each, fo that the whole will form fix di- 
vifions. 

Befides thefe, there fhall be a divifion of Cavalry, 
and another of Artillery.

M. Lally Tollendal, in delivering his opinion re- 
fpecting the Declaration of Rights in the National 
Affembly, faid, ‘* This.

“ The Englith, who are well acquainted with Go- 
vernment, and are much farther advaficed than us in 
that difficult {cience ; the Englifh have framed fe- 
veral Declarations under different Kings, and in all 
the public acts, {peak only of their liberty and equa- 
lity. They have never inferted in them any but 
truths of faét, and conltantly fteered clear of moral 
truths, and abitra¢t and metaphyfical difcuffions. 

‘* When they have faid that.no man {hall be impri- 
foned or tried but by the law of the land, orthe jadg- 
ment of his Peers, they built on their natural implied 
freedom, but never thought of proving it. 

“ Tt is a fublime idea, doubtlefs, to bring man 
back to the fource of all his rights. But I thould 
ftrenuoufly with not to fee us launch out into the 
boundlefs ocean of difcuflions. I fhould defire to fee 
this Declaration fo concifely exprefled, as that, the 
principle once laid down, the confequence fhould in- 
ftantly follow; and after placing man in the woods 
and defarts, that the Affembly thould take pity on 
him, and reftore him as quickly as pollible to focial 
France.”

My Lorp,” 


IT is now three days fince I arrived at this place ; 
but, prefuming how every moment of your Excellen- 
cy’s time mu{t be engaged at a juncture fo critical as 
the prefent, I have made a fcruple of importuning 
you with an unimportant vifit from mayfelf ; befides, 
that I could fpeak only of things which are by no 
means agreeable. I have feen the country from 
whence I am arrived, delivered up to ftorms that 
make the good citizen tremble ; I fee that to which 
Iam come menaced with the fame,—I forefaw and 
announced what would happen in France ; but I fhall 
take good care how I predict the fame here. It will, 
neverthelefs, be permitted me to-form wifhes; and 
mine are. as you, Sir, very well know they have _al- 
ways been—for peace, for union, for condefcenfion, 
which appear to me the only fteps to be taken at the 
prefent time. I heard at Paris what had paffed at 
Bruffells on the'18th of Jane, and was much con- 
cerned at i: ;—becaufe I then faw the {parks of that 
fre which was ready to burft out into a blaze in the 
firft of thefe capitals; it appeared moft unhappily, 
that they fhould chufe that very moment to throw 
the matches into the fecond. 

The conference on the fibjeé of the feminaries 
looked like an indication of fome defire to conciliate 
matters ; but what fruit could be expected from this 
motion. ‘The hearts of the fubjeés were deeply 
wounded ; thefe late and tardy advances concerning 
one article will not heal them. Thofe who are inte- 
refted will be no fuch dupes, as not to penetrate the 
motives, which they will attribute, not to goodwill, 
but to pride humbled. A complete and univerfal aét 
of grace can alone gain them. 

Policy dictates the acecleration of this meafure, 
whilft it may be yet in timc: and if even this grace 
fhould appear to them as an aé of juttice only s—If 
they fhould reccive it only as an equitable reftitution, 
where’ would be the inconvenience?

umpires well qualified to eftimate the quality of the 
{pun meterials. Before the {pinning began, a dinner 
was prepared for the poor people, which was render- 
ed doubly agreeable to the guefts by the amiable 
afFability and attention of their noble patrons. ‘The 
{pinning feene exhibited a f{pectacle quite novel to 
mott of the {pectators prefent, and very interetting to 
all. The evening of the fete was concluded with a 
dance. 


The wheat of Hertfordthire is all inned. The bar- 
ley and oats are beginning to be cut down, and by 
their appearance feem likely to be proportionally pro- 
fitable to the farmers.

fire ; but (greatly to the honour of the officers) they 
refuled to obey. The tinners, {track with the gene- 
rofity of the aétion, immediately dilperfed without at- 
tempting any mifchiet. ” 

So many people have left Paris fince the com 
mencement of the troubles, that many of the working 
inhabitants are left without employment. pie 

The number of the emigrants may be conjectured” 
from'this circumf{tance, that, -till very lately, the dai, 
ly confumption of flour in the capital amounted to be- 
tween 1400 and rsoo lacks ; but now it is reduced to 
IIoo. . 

The maxim of the Three Eftates of France in one 
congregate body, and their deliberating, on the affairs 
of the nation in this manner, is not news; the Parlia- 
ments of Charlemagne and his fucceflors did the 
fame ; nor is there any account in our own Conftitue - 
tion of the Nobles dividing from the Commons till 
the 49th Henry III. 

The Queen of Portugal, the better to promote 
commerce, has. juft iffued a decree, dated the 27th 
of May la(t,.declaring, that all merchandize coming 
from the. Malabar com, and remaining fome years 
upon hand, fhall pay no duties on exportation by 
any power whatever; that thofe which are fent to 
Brazil in private fhipping, fhall be exempt from du; 
ties on entry; and thofe coming from Goa and Ma- 
labar, which pay the ordinary duties at Lifbon, ° 
fhall me ten per cent. drawback on their being ex- 

orted. : : 
The little difference between us and Spain, on the 
fubject of the whale filhery, is in a train of adjuftment, 
to the perfeét fatisfaction of both nations. 

Spanifh America will probably experience emanci- 
pation in a very fhort time. A war in Europe, or an 
internal commotion, and the latter event is probable, 
will give opportunity ; and the fubjeéts of the United 
States will not be backward in giving every poflible 
affiftance.

The Dutch are preparing to Sots thane fhips of war 
to the Eaft Indies. The exact force is not known; 
but it is the opinion of many, that their High Migh- 
tineffes will take advantage of the prefent fituation of 
the French, to play off fome manceuvre again{t them 
in the eaft. 

The late Grand Vizier, Nefif Efendi, was behead- 
ed on the s9th of June and his head expofed for 
three days at the gates of the Seraglio, with the fol- 
lowing inicription over it: * This is the reward of 
“¢ traitors to their fovereign.” 

His brother, mother, and women were arrefted foon 
after, and interrogated refpecting his riches; they 
7 alfo accufed of attempting to poifon the reigning 
Sultan. 


Extradt of a letter from Conftantinople, Fuly 23. 

“ The new Sultan yelterday gave audience to all 
the foreign minifters, among whom the Spanifh and 
Englifh were alone admitted to private conferences, 
thofe being now the only favoured nation, the French 
Court having by fome late fteps, forfeited the old al- 
liance which had fubfifted fo many years between 
France and the Porte. All the Ottoman tinifters 
held a council at the Seraglio laft night, which dat fe- 
veral hours. Three heads are arrived from the army, 
which will to-morrow be expofed on the walls. 
The Seven Towers itill embrace its wretched inhabi- 
tants.’”
